New possibilities of evangelism among tribespeople ! 
What is the Sheng Kung Hui doing about it? The answer 
must be made regretfully : absolutely nothing.! — | 

It has been estimated that about one out of thirty 
persons in China is not a member of the Han race but of 
some racial group with another language than Chinese as 
their family language. A large number of these tribes- 
people live in the province of Szechwan and in Shikang, the 
new province carved out of south-western Szechwan about 
ten years ago. In Shikang, there are large areas where 
no missionary (other than the great C.I.M. missionary, 
J. H. Edgar) has ever gone. For example, the more or less 
independent kingdom of Muhli on the Shikang to Lhasa’ 
trade route has several times sent requests to missionaries” 
at Shichang to visit them, but has been refused because of 
the distance. 

The map of Szechwan on the back. of this 
really quite inadequate to give an idea of the size of the two 
provinces.
